code 
there 
must be three inspections on each 
new building for which a permit 
is issued. 
The first is after the 
trenches are excavated, but be­ 
fore the running of concrete. The 
next is after all framing, fire- 
blocking and backing is in place. 
The last is made after the build­ 
ing is completed 
and 
ready for 
occupancy. 
In all cases, Vorhees said, the 
permit-holder or 
the 
contractor 
must notify the inspector’s office 
that the work is ready for inspec­ 
tion. 
After the final inspection a 
certificate of occupancy must be 
received from the building per­ 
mit office before it can be oc­ 
cupied. 
These requirements of the code 
are being made effective because 
of the large number of inspections 
that are required as a result of 
heavy building operations. 
Only 
through enforcing the law can the 
inspectors "begin tc keep apace 
with the work,” he said.

There is no su ch thing as a 
ru ral social worker any more than 
there is a ru ral doctor or ru ral 
lawyer, as far as his cou rse of 
training is concerned, Dr. Frank 
Glick, director of the University 
of Nebraska Gradu ate School of 
Social Work, told American Red 
Cro.s.s workers at their annu al na­ 
tional convention in Washington, 
D. C., Wednesday. 
Speaking on “Social Work in 
Ru ral Commu nities,” the u niver­ 
sity edu cator declared that “we 
are rapidly reaching the sou nd 
consensu s that ru ral social work 
boils down to a m atter of orienta­ 
tion of ou r professional practice to 
the characteristic featu res of ru ral 
life. It is a matter of adapting and 
improving the skills we havie—not 
of developing basically new ones. 
“If anything is clear abou t the 
social work job in ou r small local 
u nits, it is that the best personnel 
is none too good for the job that 
needs doing there,” Dr. Glick said. 
“The social worker who will be 
most su ccessfu l in a ru ral com­ 
mu nity is the one who has the 
fu llest and best professional prep­ 
aration.” 
Dr. Glick gave the five charac­ 
teristics of ru ral social work as 
pioneering, the closeness to the 
local commu nity, working with 
limited resou rces, the handicap of 
distance, and the varied responsi­ 
bility involved. 
Pu blic social work, 
adminis­ 
tered by a trained professional 
personnel, will come to be accept­ 
ed, 
like 
pu blic 
edu cation 
and 
pu blic health, as a necessary and 
proper 
fu nction 
of 
democratic 
government. Dr. Glick predicted. 
Social service as a permanent and 
expensive pu blic fu nction is new 
and strange in ru ral America, al­ 
thou gh ru ral areas have been ac­ 
qu ainted with social work in the 
form of mothers’ pension pro­ 
grams and activities of private 
agencies, Dr. Glick stated. 
“The folks along main street 
and ou t on ru ral free delivery had 
not seen this kind of bu siness be­ 
fore and were not at all su re that 
they liked it,” he remarked. “They 
are not su r* yet bu t they are 
learning.”
